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Bubonic plague. — During March, 1911, there were reported 107 
cases of plague as compared with 104 in the same month of 1910. 
The deaths were 101 and 91, respectively, or 94.39 per cent of the 
cases in 1911 and 85.85 per cent in 1910. The Burmese and Hindu 
population suffered most heavily. During March, 1911, there were 
destroyed 34,935 rats.

Information received from Formosa shows plague to be increasing 
in Kagi Province, about 6 new cases being reported daily with a 
total smce May 6 of 140 cases. The disease has attacked only the 
aboriginal population.

During the week ended April 29 cholera increased rapidly at 
Batavia, 45 cases being reported. The port of Batavia was officially 
declared infected with cholera April 25. 

Plague has spread from Malang district to the district of Japara, 
which is situated about 100 miles east of the port of Samarang.
